Wartime activities of Aleksei KURGYEI^, an Estonian nationalist who cooperated, 
with a G agman Naval Intelligence Officer, Peter Ernst Georg NEUMANN (Captiin) 
from 1940-1945, described in KURGVEl^ file. KURGVEL acted as w/t specialist 
and trained agents to be dropped in Estonia and A-atvia. KUKGVEI^ surrendered 
in May, 1945 to the British was interrogated, released, and lives in British 
Zone, Lingen/EMS* Both Karlsruhe and SQM feel NEUMANN, who offered his services 
late in 1948 and in March 1949, along with tnoae of KUDRGVKLL, is insecure and 
probably known to Soviet authorities because of his wartime activities* It 
is believed that the Soviets have made inquiries about NEUMANN.
